The  Association  is  convinced  that,  if  the  public  asserts 
its  right  of  selecting  the  system  it  prefers,  students  will  find  it  ne- 
cessary to  master  both  the  old  and  new  systems,  before  pledging 
themselves  to  practise  either;  and  what  the  public  requires  students 
to  learn,  professors  will  be  constrained  to  teach,  or,  at  least,  not  to 
debar  the  learning  of  it,  to  prevent  the  desex'tion  of  the  institutions 
ove)'  which  they  preside
